REPUBLICAN 
PLATFORM. 


We, the delegated representatives of the 
Republican party of Illinois, declare the 
following to be substantially our political 
belief: 
1. That emancipation and enfranchise- 
ment having been secured by UieTJilrteenth 
and Fifteenth Amendments to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, nnd by appro- 
priate legislation tor theireniorcement' and 
equality of civil rights having been guaran- 
tied by the Fourteenth Amendment, such 
guaranty should bo enforced by appropriate 
statutes, so that tho broiul icgls of Federal 
power may be over black and white citizens 
alike. 
2 That, as one of the consequences of the 
late civil war, abont $38^,000,000 of non-In- 
terest bearing Treasury notes were Issued 
to, and are now held by, the people as a sale 
and convenient currency, It would be un- 
wise and Inexpedient, In tlie present finan- 
cial condition of the people, to attempt the 
Immediate cancellation of any portion of 
sucli Treasury notes. 
3. That tlie laws for the establishment of 
national banks having secured lo tlie States 
and Territories the best system of bank cir- 
culation ever before anorded the people, It 
should be no longer confined to a privileged 
class, bnt should be free to all alike, under 
general and equal laws, the aggregate vol 
nine of currency to be regulateu by the nn- 
trammeled laws of trade. 
4. That we re-amrm the declaration of 
tlie National Bepubl lean Convention of 
1672, 
In favor of a return to specie pay men tat the 
earliest practicable day. 
5. That we commend the measures which 
have passed the popular blanch of Congress.

of the temperance movement took place 
in Ihe park last evening at half past six 
o'clock. Fully five hundred people, and 
in the opinion of many six or seven hun- 
dred, assembled at the ringing of the bells 
It was not known except by the ladies of 
the Temperance League, who the speakers 
were to be on tho occasion, but the large 
congregation Indicated a bcliof on tho part 
of the people that the meeting would bo 
an Interesting ono, and in this they were 
not disappointed. 


The meeting was opened by singing 


"Man the life boat," by a choir composed 
of Messrs. Bunn and Preecott, and Mrs. 
Qeo. F. Weasels, Mr. Wcssels presiding 
at the organ ; after which an earnest and 
appropriate prayer was offered by Mrs. 
Wright. 


''The temperance ship is sailng on," was 


then sung by tho choir, after which Dr. 
Walston introduced as tho first speaker of 
the evening, Goo. F. Weasels, Esq., who 
delivered a very earnest rand appropriate 
address, of about fifteen minutes conlin 
uauco. 


Ho said the meetings now being held 


by tho friends of temperance reminded 
him of meetings held for a different pur- 
pose a few years ago. Thon they mot to 
discuss tho question of war, and to speak 
words of encouragement to those who were 
going forth in the service of their country. 
Tliero were some then who thought it 
wrong, and did not sympathise with those 
who were laboring and sacrificing to save 
their country, but when tho war was ovor 
and peace was restored, all were rejoiced 
at the result that had been reached. So 
now when the friends of temperance go 
forth to do battle in the cause that lies 
near their hearts, there are those who 
frown upon them, but ho believed when 
tho battle had been successfully fought 
and tho evils removed, all would agree that 
tho cause was just, and that its friends 
were in tho right. He went on to say 
that intemperance destroys 63,000 precious 
lives avory year, to say nothing of the 
hundreds of thousands more that it holds 
in a conditiou worse than death. Ho re- 
ferred to the fact that those who are now 
drunkards catuo to thoir present state of 
enslavement by degrees, and are, simply 
what the boys and young men who now 
count themselves modwrnto drinkers, will 
soon be. 
Ho spoke of the drunkard's 


death as being a terrible oue, and warned 
all drinkers present to desist, lest amid all 
tho horrors of delirium troraens they would 
go down to a drunkard's grave. To those 
who are aireacly in bondage to habits of 
intemperance, he said that they could not 
reform alone. They must have the help 
of God. Allusion was made to one man 
who went through the war, was in nu- 
merous battles, received many wounds, 
and shared in many victories, who told 
him after the war was over, that the hard- 
est battle he ever fought was against his 
habits of intemperance, and the greatest 
victory b;e ever gained was over his appe- 
tite for strong drink. The speaker went 
on to say that the work of reform should 
begin in their families by banishing all in- 
toxicating drinks from their houses, and 
instilling into the minds of their children 
the principles of temperance. A touching 
allusion was made to the fact that the in- 
fluences wo exort live after we are gone, 
and from this consideralicn'an earnest ap- 
peal was made to all to place themselves 
on tbo right side ot this question. 


At the close of this address the temper- 


ance song "Victory" was sung. 


Dr. Stevenson was then announced, who 


said it was but a few minutes before that 
he was aware that [he would be called 
upon to address tho meeting, and his 
speech would bo mainly an apology for 
Dr. Wolston, <who he understood was to 
speak. He remarked that if people pro- 
fessed so feel an interest in saving the 
young from tho vice of intemperance their 
action should be consistent with that pro- 
fession. 
By way of illustration he re- 


marked that it would be useless for the 
board of health to express great concern 
for the health of the city while allowing a 
pond of stagnant water to stand in tho 
middle of the park, spreading malaria and 
death throughout Iho city. fSo, he said, it 
was useless for people to profess interest 
in the temperance cause, while they allow, 
without any attempt at interference, the 
existence of tho places wbcro drunkards 
are made. 
The speaker alhulcd to his 


visit to the county jail in lha 'aftpfnoon, 
whore he went with others to hold divine 
service, and of finding to his surprise 
among tho inmates a prominent citizen of 
thu town, who charged his incarceration 
upon the temperance people of Decatur— 
ho having been placed there as a penalty 
for selling whisky, which penalty was en- 
forced on account of Ihe sentiment that 
had been created by tho agitation of the 
teinperniiuo qucstum. Tho Dr.'a remarks, 
though brief, were to the point and well- 
timed." 


At the uluse of Dr. Stevenson's address, 


Dr. Walftou felt it his duty to correct an 
impression which Dr. Stevenson's remarks 
were liable to leave upon the minds of the 
audience in regard to his having engaged 
to speak. This he did by saying that he 
had made no engagement with the ladies 
of the league to address tho meeting. 


Tbo doxology was then sung by the 


congregation, and the benediction was 
proiiounccJ by Kev. VV. N. McElroy.
